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CURB ON VIGILANTES 
One o f the mo re disturbing pheno mena 
o n the current American scene is the rise 
o f v igilante gro ups. So me hav e fo rmed in 
respo nse to fear o f mo re v io lence in the 
civ il rights struggle, so me—no tably the Ku 
Klux Klan—seek to frustrate and thwart 
by terro r the Negro push fo r equality , so me 
fo cus o n the Red menace. 
Whatev er the purpo se o f these gro ups, 
described by o ne o bserv er as “ priv ate citi­ 
zen po lice” o rganizatio ns, they hav e o ne 
thing in co mmo n: all are o utside the main­ 
stream o f American traditio n which stro ng­ 
ly maintains that law enfo rcement is the 
business o f go v ernment. They seek to take 
the law Into their o wn hands, and that is 
no t to lerable in a so ciety go v erned by 
o rderly demo cratic pro cesses. 
A pro mising appro ach to the pro blem 
po sed by the v igilante gro ups Is adv o cated 
by the New Yo rk Criminal and Civ il Co urts 
Bar Asso ciatio n. Ro bert Daru, a spo kesman 
fo r the asso ciatio n, said in a Lo s Angeles 
interv iew' the o ther day that v igilante 
gro ups hav e arisen as far as upstate New 
Yo rk and suburban Chicago . He and his 
co lleagues pro po se laws to keep tabs o n 
such gro ups. 
This specialized bar asso ciatio n feels that 
the federal, state and lo cal go v ernments 
sho uld crack do wn o n the v igilantes by 
co mpelling them to register and list perti­ 
nent data. This wo uld indude their financial 
reso urces and the number o f members they 
daim. The suggestio n is a go o d o ne. The 
least so ciety sho uld do is to 
keep a wary 
ey e o n gro ups that arm themselv es with 
the idea o f keeping o rder as they see fit.

FLATTERING LODGE INTO RESIGNING 
Henry Cabo t Lo dge, o ur Ambassado r to So uth 
Viet Nam. has turned up with a stro ng winning 
hand in his suppo rt o f the Marshal Ky junta 
against the Thich Tri Quang militant Buddhists. 
And so . unable to beat him o n the gro und in Sai­ 
go n, Lo dge's "neutralist" o ppo nents hav e appar­ 
ently turned to the subtle strategy o f try ing to 
o ust him by a co mbinatio n o f flattery fo r past 
perfo rmances and so licitude fo r the future state 
o f his health. 
This is to impute a rather clev er Machiav el­ 
lianism to the Lo dge enemies. 
But ho w else ia 
o ne to ex plain the sto ries that an able man, who 
is repo rtedly In go o d phy sical shape, must be un­ 
duly "fatigued" by the ev ents o f the past y ear in 
the tro pical steambath erf So utheast Asia? Lo dge 
himself, who is a v igo ro us six ty -fo ur, has no t been 
co mplaining abo ut feeling either tired o r dispir­ 
ited. No r do calls fo r his "inev itable" resignatio n 
make any sense when they are acco mpanied by 
suggestio ns that he be replaced by such an o ld 
State Department hand as Ellswo rth Bunker, who 
has liv ed much o f his life in debilitating climates 
and is certainly no spring chicken. 
To recall Lo dge at this po int wo uld be the 
equiv alent o f replacing General Grant as co m­ 
mander o f the western armies in the War Be­ 
tween the States after the Vicksburg campaign 
had been wo n. 
In this co nnectio n the o ld sto ry 
o f Grant's reputed tippling co mes to mind.

will be recalled that Linco ln, to ld o f his mo st suc­ 
cessful general’s fo ndness fo r a nip. replied by 
asking tne brand o f the whisky Grant preferred 
so that a co uple o f ex tra casks might be sent to 
him.

Lo dge, at the age o f six ty -fo ur has iv > mo re 
po litical ax e* to grind. 
He allo wed himself to be 
sent to Saigo n fo r a seco nd to ur o f duty fro m mo ­ 
tiv es o f pure patrio tism. 
Hav ing liv ed thro ugh 
the chancy perio d o f instability that fo llo w-ed tne 
murder o f President Diem, he suppo rted Ky 
against the militant Buddhists o ut o f the dearly 
acquired kno wledge that o ne canno t win a w’ar 
by 
co nstantly 
changing 
go v ernments. 
Ky , 
a 
flghter, may no t be the v ery mo del o f a demo ­ 
cratic statesman, but he has pro v ed sufficiently 
sagacio us to keep his co untry fro m disintegrating. 
Far fro m being an American sto o ge, he has fo l­ 
lo wed his o wn path. He has maneuv ered astutely 
to blend co ntinuity with change in a wav that 
wo uld allo w the war against the Vietco ng and the 
inv ading No rth Viet Nam Co mmunists to go fo r 
ward. 
So Lo dge, as the pro tecto r o f Ky in the ef 
fo rt to keep the who le situatio n in So utheast Asia 
fro m unrav eling, seems to be o n the brink o f jo in­ 
ing such wo rthies as William Ho ward Taft and 
Do uglas In the ranks o f great pro co nsuls. 
Why 
sho uld It be desirable to replace him at this po int? 
We are apparently o n the edge o f battlefield suc­ 
cess in So uth Viet Nam. The Co mmunist thrust 
to break the natio n in two in the central highland 
regio n under co v ers o f the mo nso o n do wnpo urs has 
no t y et materialized, and in ano ther co uple o f 
mo nths the rainv seaso n will be o v er. Meanwhile 
there Is a co nstitutio nal co nv entio n co ming up. and 
a perio d o f transitio n to a mo re representativ e 
go v ernment under a co nstitutio n. 
Our Embassy 
in Saigo n needs a wise o ld hand at the helm during 
the fo rthco ming perio d o f turno v er. 
Lo dge’s seco nd Vietnamese to ur is bo und to bo 
the capsto ne o f his career. 
His place in histo ry 
will be judged by whatev er co mes o ut o f it. 
His

VOCAL GUN LOBBY 
After President Kennedy ’s murder a na­ 
tio nwide Gallup Po ll sho wed 78 per cent o f 
the peo ple in fav o r o f a law requiring a 
po lice permit fo r the purchase o f a gun. 
No rmally , Co ngress co nsiders this kind 
o f suppo rt a mandate. But Co ngress has 
failed to act o n any o f a number o f pro ­ 
po sals fo r firearms regulatio ns fo r two and 
o ne-half y ears. 
The so -called “ gun-lo bby ” —which in J an­ 
uary o f 19 6 4, at least, seems to hav e repre­ 
sented o nly 22 o ut o f 100 Americans—co n­ 
sists o f hunters, gun o wners, arms v endo rs 
and manufacturers, gun clubs, o utdo o r and 
gun magazines and a scattering o f super- 
patrio tic o rganizatio ns. It is led by the Na­ 
tio nal Rifle Asso ciatio n (NRA). 
With the administratio n’s firearms co n­ 
tro l bill no w' befo re the Senate J udiciary 
Co mmittee, this po werful co llectio n o f 
v o ices is girding itself fo r battle o nce again. 
The gun lo bby argues that since guns 
do n’t co mmit crimes, law's sho uld be aimed 
o nly at the unlawful sho o ter. It believ es in 
harsher punishment fo r the misuse of fire­ 
arms, but it do es no t believ e laws are 
necessary which wo uld keep firearms o ut 
o f the hand6 o f perso ns likely to misuse 
them. 
The gun gro up pro fesses to fav o r safety 
rules but no t law's to pro mo te them. 
It adv o cates lo cal rather than natio nal 
laws. It daims “ patrio tic” dedicatio n to the 
prindples o f pro tecting ho me, co untry and 
co nstitutio nal rights and fears that gun 
registratio n ks the first step to a dictato r­ 
ship. 
This lo bby bo asts it can inundate Co n­ 
gress with half a millio n pieces o f mail 
v irtually o v ernight. Tho se who want to ugh­ 
er gun co ntro ls just aren’t o rganized to 
make an equal sho wing.

Fans Animal* Spread 
Mott Undu lant Fev er 
By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 
Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 
Q—1Throu gh a blood test and a skin test fou r 
y ears ago my doctor made a diagnosis of u ndu lant 
fev er. Is there any danger of spreading this 
disease to my family or friends? 
A—Hu man carrier* 
of u ndu lant fev er or 
bru cellosis do ex ist. They shed the germs in their 
u rine, bu t transmission of the disease from one 
person to another is ex tremely rare. The natu ral 
reserv oir o f infectio n is in cattle, sheep, goats and 
ho gs. 
Co mplete reco v ery is the ru le and treatment 
for more than a y ear is rarely necessary . Good 
resu lts hav e been * reported in v ictims who hav e 
been treated with a combination of two anti­ 
biotics, streptomy cin and tetracy cline. 
Q—Is It tru e that hamsters can spread u n­ 
du lant fev er? Can the germs be transmitted from 
them to hu man beings? 
A—Undulant fev er is a disease of farm animals. 
The hu man v ictims are u su ally farmers, v eterin­ 
arians. meat packers or drinkers of u npasteu rized 
milk. I hav e nev er heard of a case being trans­ 
mitted by a hamster. If it occu rs it mu st be ex ­ 
tremely rare. 
Q—A recent article stated that 3 per cent of 
the popu lation has u ndu lant fev er. What are the 
sy mptoms of this disease? 
A—The pro po rtio n o f the popu lation with u n­ 
dulant fev er has dro pped with the almost u niv er­ 
sal use o f paseurized milk and milk produ cts in 
this co untry . This disease inv olv es the entire body 
and starts, o ften insidiou sly , with headache, ach­ 
ing in the jo ints, chills, fev er and easy fatig­ 
ability . In so me v ictims there is a dry cou gh and in 
so me there is v omiting. Since these sy mptoms are 
co mmo n to many other generalized infections, the 
diagno sis mu st be based on laboratory tests. 
Q—What forma of tnsa.iity are inherited? Can 
they be cu red? 
A—Since the proportion 
of persons 
who hav e 
schizophrenia tdementia praecox or split person­ 
ality ) and manic-depressiv e spells with relativ es 
who also hav e these diseases is higher than the 
proportion of su ch persons in the total popu lation, 
a hereditary factor is presu med in these diseases. 
In 
the 
treatment 
of 
schizophrenia 
shock 
therapy , psy chotherapy , tranq u ilizers and su rgery 
(frontal lobotomy ) in which white nerv e fibers in 
the frontal lobe are cu t) may all be beneficial bu t 
they rarely bring abou t a complete cu re. Persons 
in an acu te manic (hiehlv ex cited) state often 
hav e to be restrained. When this phase su bsides, a 
sev erely depressed inactiv e state may follow du r­ 
ing which efforts mu st be made to prev ent su icide. 
In these persons, also, treatment may be of 
so me benefit bu t a cu re cannot be gu aranteed.

He doesn’t go ou t on the town, 
pu blicly drinking, 
singing and 
chasing women. 
“He works slowly and care­ 
fu lly , play s both sides against the 
middle. When he was in on writ­ 
ing many of the laws which seized 
foreign and Cu ban priv ate prop­ 
erty , in talking with non-Castro 
Cu bans he pretended to complain 
abou t many of the laws he was 
himself writing.”

died, Mrs. Dorticos fou nd herself 
with two y ou ng boy s and no 
fu nds. 
“You ng Dorticos had a gru dge 
against ev ery one in the world 
and the rest of his family be­ 
cau se he was not giv en money to 
liv e well. 
“While at the u niv ersity , he 
was befriended by the Commu ­ 
nist, Carlos Rafael 
Rodrigu ez, 
and came u nder his influ ence. He 
became a Commu nist party mem­ 
ber and secretary to a Commu ­ 
nist party chiaf. 
“He was a member of the 
Commu nist grou p at the u niv er­ 
sity and gradu ally began to as­ 
su me leadership in that grou p. 
He did this by not getting angry 
or lou d when the others did. bu t 
talking q u ietly . 
"Ev en as a college stu dent he 
carefu lly pu t on the appearance 
of being a nice gu y among a 
bu nch of rascals. Thu s he didn’t 
arou se antagonism. 
"When he gradu ated in law. 
he went back to Cienfu egos and 
pu t u p his shingle. He began to 
represent 
bu siness 
in 
cases 


against laboj\ He associated with 
bu siness grou ps and began earn­ 
ing good money . He finally be 
came head of the city ’s most 
aristocratic clu b. 
“In these y ears, he hid his 
sentiments. No one thou ght of 
him as a Commu nist. He was liv ­ 
ing v ery well and was giv en e 
legal appointment from 
Batista 
He became president of Cu ba's 
bar association. 
“Then in 19 58 he became in 
v olv ed in a Nav y rev olt against 
Batista and left for Mex ico." 
The danger is that becau se 
Dorticos is so smooth when he 
chooses, he might cau se u s to 
relax .

Tu m au trou pe u sed an English 
translation, the original lib retto 
was written in German b y Orff 
himself. It is a “lu sty" farce, 
very freely adapted b y the com­ 
poser himself from a Grimm 
fairy tale. There are two para­ 
llel plots — one concerning a 
dispu te b etween peasants over 
the possession 
of a foal; the 
other concerning

Commission. The Vermont Pu b ­ 
lic Service Board got a federal 
inju nction Ju ly 8 b arring 
the 
move. 
The panel noted that the IOC 
consent was b ased on tempo­
